Davila, Who Succeeded 


Mola, Is in Command.

WITH THE INSURGENTS BE- 
SIEGING BILBAO, Spain, June 11. 
—Gen. Fidel Davila, to whom fell 
Gen. Emilo Mola’s command of the 
northern insurgent army when 
Mola was killed in an airplane 
crash June 3, sent airmen and ar- 
tilerymen into action against the 
main “iron ring’’ defense system of 
Balbao today. 

In the renewed offensive begun 
yesterday from Lemona Peak, less 
than eight miles southeast of Bil- 
bao, tons of explosives were dropped 
on the steel and concrete fortifi- 
cations separating the besieging 
army from its goal. Back and 
forth over the defenses, the insurg- 
ent air squadrons flew, attacking 
the ground troops while distant 
guns fired shells against the bar- 


tier.

. Insurgents launched a fierce in- 
fantry attack today on Lemona. 
Forty airplanes raked Basque posi- 
tions in relays of machine gun and 
bomb attacks. The Basques clung 
to their positions, but by mid-after- 

noon the issue still was in doubt. 
The insurgent army, its positions 
in the Basque country well consol- 
idated during the days of rain and 
with great quantities of mobile 
equipment and supplies at hand, 
lay-back of Lemona Peak and else- 
where along the semi-circular line 
tothe north and west. 

Near Lemona Peak, dud shells of 
other days of battle lay amid the 
daisies and poppies on the hill- 
sides. In the distance, the new 
warfare raised geysers of earth and 
smoke on and near the Basque 
‘| lines.

Surprise Offensive by Loyalists on 
Guadalajara Front.

MADRID, June 11.—Government 
Militiamen launched a new offen- 
sive on the Guadalajara front 
northeast of Madrid yesterday, 
adopting surprise tactics in a raid. 
They captured 107 prisoners, four 
Machine guns and one cannon on 
@ hill in the region of Maesta de la 
Alearaia. Many of the insurgent 
| troops were caught still asleep. 

An insurgent battalion came up 
shortly, but was driven off, Govern- 
ment officers said. They reported 
150 insurgents killed and wounded.

State Department announced today 

it had granted a request of the Rus- 


sian embassy for permission for a 
Soviet aviator to fly over United 
States territory.

PERISHABLE FOODS TIED UP 
IN KANSAS CITY STRIKE 


Produce Market Filled With Vege- 
tables and Fruit as Work- 
ers Stand Idle. 
By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 11.— 
Large supplies of vegetables and 
fruit were tied up here today by a 
strike in the Kansas City produce 
market. Striking workers stood in 
groups around the stalls filled with 
perishable goods in an area cover- 
ing several blocks. 

The number of men affected was 
estimated variously at from 300 to 
1000. 

No union spokesman could be 
reached, but a man who answered 
the telephone at one C I O head- 
quarters said the produce group 
was a CI O affiliate which he “be- 
lieved” had not yet been chartered. 

The representative of one firm

said union members asked for a 
wage scale of $32.50 a week and up 
for salesmen, $27.50 for checkers 
and $22.50 for laborers, with a 48- 
hour week, eight-hour day, time and 
a half for overtime and all legal 
holidays. 


EX-ARMY OFFICER CONVICTED 
OF KILLING HIS WIFE 


Death Penalty Mandatory Unless 
A. D. Boggs Is Found Insane 
at Trial Monday.

SANTA CRUZ, Cal., June 11.—A 
jury yesterday convicted Allan D. 
Boggs, 54 years old, wealthy for- 
mer Army officer, of wife murder. 
The jury failed to recommend life 
imprisonment. Under California 
law this makes the death penalty 
mandatory provided Boggs is found 
sane at sanity trial starting Mon- 
day. He pleaded not guilty and not 
guilty by reason of insanity. 

Boggs, former resident of De- 
troit, was accused of fatally shoot- 
ing his wife, Sally, 37, in April. 
The prosecution contended Boggs 
shot his wife when he found her 
in a bedroom with her young son 
and thought the boy was “another 
man.”

BOMB AND DAGGER

Carlo Escaped From Lipari 
Island Prison and Broth- 
er Came From Florence 
Recently to Join Him.

BAGNOLES, France, June 11.— 
The bodies of Carlo Roselli, an anti- 
Fascist fugitive from Italy, and his 
brother, Sabbativo, were found in a 
forest near here today under mys- 
terious circumstances. 

One body lay on top of the other. 
There were bloodstains about, but 


the cause of death was not imme-' 


diately determined. The only clews 
were an improvised bomb and a 
dagger, engraved “R,” found near 
the place where the bodies lay. The 
bomb had a 12-inch fuse that had 
been lighted but snuffed out. 

Peasants found an overturned 
automobile on a forest road. A trail 
of blood led away from the car to 
the spot where the bodies were 
found. 

Authorities said both men were 
found with large holes in. their 
throats but it was not known 
whether they were bullet wounds 
or dagger slits, or whether the 
wounds were the real cause oF 
death. 

Had Left for Paris. 


The men had stayed at a Bag- 
noles hotel with several other per- 
sons, including a woman, The party 
left yesterday for Paris. Police 
said the men were registered Rell 
Italians and that one was under 
an order of expulsion from France. 

Attendants at the Rosellis’ hotel 
declared a “strange person” had 
telephoned Carlo, fixing a rendez- 
vous at a nearby village. They said 
the brothers had left the hotel for 
the meeting.

Carlo Roselli escaped from im- | 
prisonment in 1929. He had been | 
exiled to a Lipari Island prison by 
Premier Mussolini for his alleged 
help in the similar flight of Filip- 
po Turati, once Mussolini’s right- 
hand man, who fell from favor and 
was banished. He was wounded as 
a volunteer in the International 
Brigade fighting for the Spanish 
Government and had come to Bag- 
noles to recuperate. 

A former professor of political 
economy at Geneva, he was a mem- 
ber of the executive committees of 
the Italian section of the League 
of Human Rights and the Giovanni 
Amendola Association, a liberal or- 
ganization. 

When he fled to Paris soon after 
his escape from Lipari, he joined 
other political exiles in editing the 
newspaper “Justice and Liberty,” 
an anti-Fascist organ. 

Sabbativo Roselli, who had been 
in Italy up to a few days ago, came 
here from Florence to join his 
brother.

Two miles away in Stony Frook 
village Federal officers awaited 
word from J. Edgar Hoover, their 
chief, reported to be on the way to 
take charge of the investigation. 
They had left the Parsons’ home at 
Parsons’ request. 

A Coast Guard seaplane anchored 
in a nearby cove of Long Island 
Sound this morning, and a@ man 
came ashore. Hoover left Washing- 
ton last night. 

Husband Keeps Vigil. 

Throughout the night, William H. 
Parsons, gentleman poultry farmer 
and Yale graduate, waited nervous- 
ly, hopeful each time the telephone 
rang. He went about his farm du- 
ties automatically this morning. 

He talked to reporters who went 
to the house after abstaining from 
visits throughout the night, in def- 
erence to the family’s wishes to 
give the kidnapers a chance _ to 
make contact with the house. 

“T am in a jam, an awful jam,” 
Parsons said. 

Someone asked him what he 
meant. “I am in a jam,” he re- 
peated, shaking his head. “An 
awful jam.” 

But he declined to discuss this 


He declined to say whether 
a second ransom note had been re- 
ceived. A report went around the 
town that such a note was re- 
ceived, setting forth anew the de- 
mands for $25,000 and giving in- 
structions as to when and where 
and how it was to be paid. 

The first ransom note, found 
Wednesday several hours after Mrs. 
Parsons disappeared demanded $25,- 
000 and included a threat. 

After a full day of investigation 
by more than 50 local, State and 
Federal officers and county offi- 
cials, a brief message was broad-

Mail Fraud Charge Not War- 
ranted, District Attorney 
Tells Court. 


A mail fraud indictment 
turned against Jerome F. Duggan, 
an attorney, was dismissed in Unit- 
ed States District Court today at 
the request of District Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton who told the 
Court the facts had not warranted 
the indictment. 

Judge George H. Moore said he 
would be “very slad” to enter the 
order of dismissal, and added that 
he thought it should be done “with 
the Government’s apologies to Mr. 
Duggan.” 

“IT agree with Your Honor,” 
Blanton interposed. “And _ the 
Court extends them, so far as it 
is able to do so,” Judge Moore con- 
cluded. 

Dugan was attorney for promo- 
ters of a brewery known as Adolph 
Busch, Inc., and was named in the 
indictment along with Samuel A, 
Mitniek, a stock salesman; Harry 
W. Schuermann, secretary-treasur- 
er of Adolph Busch Ine., and 
Adolph Busch, a distant relative of 
the family which owns Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc. In dismissing the indict- 
ment against Duggan, the Govern- 
ment permitted the mail fraud 
charge against the other three to 
stand. 

Gave Opinion to Grand Jury. 
Reading from a prepared state- 
ment, Blanton informed Judge 
Moore that neither his office nor 
the Postoffice inspector who inves- 
tigated the Adolph Busch, Inc., pro- 
motion felt that the facts justified 
indicting Duggan. The opinion of 
his office and of the Postoffice in- 
spector in that matter, he added, 
had been given to the grand jury. 
“Notwithstanding the views of 
our office and of the postoffice in- 
spector who had made this investi- 
gation, prepared the report thereof, 
and who had testified before the 
grand jury,” Blanton /continued, 
“that body, no doubt inspired by 
the best of motives and a worthy 
endeavor to vigorously enforce this 
statute, returned an indictment not 
only against Messrs. Schuermann, 
Busch and Mitnick, but against Je- 
rome F. Duggan as well.

MOSCOW, June i11—The rum- 
blings of treason in the Soviet 
Union’s Red Army broke out this 
morning into blunt accusation that 
eight high-ranking leaders, includ- 
ing Marshal Mikhail N. Tukha- 
chevsky, were in the employ of a 
foreign military intelligence serv- 
ice. 

At 11 o'clock this morning the 
eight men were put on trial for 
“betrayal of their fatherland, the 
peoples of the Soviet Union and the 
workers’ and peasants’ Red Army.” 

Besides Tukhachevsky, the ace 
cused include: 

Gen. Jonas Emmanuilovich Yae 
kir, former Kiev commander. 

Gen, Jeremy Uberevich, former 
White Russian commander.

Said to Have Confessed. 


All are linked in formal charges 
with former Vice-Commissar of Dee 
fense Jan B. Gamarnik, who com- 
mitted suicide on June 1. All are 
said to have admitted their guilt. 

The official communique said: 

“Investigation established the 
participation of the defendants, 
as well as Gen. Jan Gamarnik, in 
anti-state connections with lead- 
ing military circles of one of the 
foreign countries which is carry- 
ing on an unfriendly policy to- 
ward the U. S. S. R. 

“The accused were in the serv- 
ice of the Military Intelligence 
Service of this country. 

“The defendants  systemat- 
ically supplied secret information 
about the position of the Red 
Army to military circles of this 
country; they carried on wreck- 
ing activity for weakening the 
Red Army, tried to prepare for 
the defeat of the Red Army in 
case of an attack on the Soviet 
Union and aimed to contribute to 
the restoration of landowners and 
capitalists in the U. S. S. R.” 

The military collegium of the 
Supreme Court met this morning 
behind closed doors under a spe- 
cial law passed in December, 1934, 
giving the Supreme Court the right 
to hold such treason trials secretly, 
without appeal for anyone convict- 
ed. There is little doubt of the ver- 
dict or of the fate of the accused 
men, but the Soviet Union already 
has assembled its ranking loyal 
fighters to participate in the court- 
martial.

OUT LOUIS IN TITLE FIGH 


CHEWCHKI PUTS 
ON AN ACT; IT'S 
NEARLY ARIOT 


A wild-eyed gypsy rassler almost 
touched off the powder keg of 
crowd hysteria last night at the 
Coliseum as he crouched beside a 
corner of the ring swinging a wood 
slat he broke off the press table. 

The affair verged on a general 
disturbance around the ringside. 
How near it came to being a free- 
for-all cannot be judged, for the 
boiling-over point was never passed. 
But the makings were there. 

’T was the Chief. 

Chief Chewchki, the seemingly 
crazed Gypsy, was counted out, out- 
side the ring, as Eddie Newman 
returned inside the ropes to gain 
the victory just in time. They had 
been battling for a few seconds 
outside the ring. 

The Chief attempted to climb 
back in the ring himself. Newman 
kicked him outside again with a 
flying lunge. 

The Chief grabbed a leg of the 
press table. Ringsiders’ farther 
back surged to the front and those 
in front tried to back away. The 
Chief stumbled around and backed 
against a corner post of the ring, 
waving the stick. 

Radio men tried to push him 
away from their transmission equip- 
ment. Rassling seconds’ pushed 
through spectators to try to capture 
the Gypsy. 

The excitement was too much for 
one ringsider. He lifted a chair 
over his head, as though to swing 
it at Chewchki. Police appeared on 
the riotous scene. 

Someone grabbed the chair- 
swinger and several rassling sec- 
onds looking for a fight were held 
off. 

The Chief appeared suddenly to 
realize that things were getting out 
of hand. He climbed back in the 
ring so fast it seemed he thought 
it would be safer there than on the 
floor in that crowd. 

That was about all, except for the 

catcalls and boos which followed 
the Chief to the dressing room. 
The match lasted 13 minutes 52 
seconds. Newman and the Chief 
slugged and strangled each other 
in the earlier minutes. 
Referee Fred Voepel made the 
Chief open his mouth and say “Ah.” 
Then the spectators said “Ah,” 
when Voepel extracted two false 
teeth, the metal brace of which 
the Chief had been using to scratch 
Newman. 

Thrown out of the ring about 
midway in the bout, the Chief 
grabbed a felt hat on the press 
table and left his teeth marks on 
it. 


Thesz Is Winner. 

This bout made the spectators 
forget the late substitution in the 
other finish match. Warren Bock- 
winkle took the place of Roland 
Kirchmeyer and lost to Louis 
Thesz. 

Kirchmeyer, scissors exponent, 
whose legs are his chief stock in 
trade, was said by Promoter Bill 
Schwabe to have slipped in a show- 
er bath and injured, possibly brok- 
en, one of his legs. 

This was said to have happened 
in Nashville Wednesday night, some 
time after Kirchmeyer had met 
Chris Zaharias in a bout there.

Even From ‘““Temperament”’ Angle

In more places than one, the belief was growing today that 
Mr. Tom Yawkey had wound up on the short end again, for his 
latest venture on the ivory trading market doesn’t appear to have 
done his own Boston Red Sox any particular good. 


The Washington Senators seem to 
have all the better of it by obtain- 
ing Rick and Wes Ferrell, with Mel 
Almada thrown in, in return for 
Ben Chapman and Buck Newsom. 

Chapman Helps. 

Of course, Boston has a crying 
need for a veteran outfielder like 
Chapman, but temperamental Ben 
hasn’t been of much use to the 
Nats this year anyway, and is bat- 
ting a mediocre .262. In Newsom, 
the Senators are giving up a pitch- 
er who, according to the record 
books, is hardly in the same league 
with Wes Ferrell, year after year. 

At the same time, Washington 
came out with an ace pitcher and 
a crack catcher—easily one of the 
league’s three best—in Rick Fer- 


'rell, thereby plugging the one hole 
‘in the lineup since the season's 


opening gun. 


Setting aside the theoretical “tem-

About 1000 boys from the city’s 
public schools forsook the class- 


room and took to the water in 
a Forest Park lake today for 
the sixth annual public’ school 
model yacht regatta.

They 
saw the first winner of the day, 
David Rhees, 13 years old, 1032

initial heat in the competition for 
boats less than 30 inches in length, 
almost repeat his performance with 
a second place in the semi-final of 
the same event. 

The boys were vying for four 
silver ship models offered to the 
final winner in each of the four 
divisions, Ribbons also were to be 
awarded to winners in the pre- 
liminary trials and semifinals. 

Many of the boats entered were 
constructed of pieces of boxes and 
stray bits of junk, with torn bed- 
sheets for sails.

BILL TO REORGANIZE 
HEALTH SERVICE 


Proposes to Operate Venereal 
Disease Clinics in City and 
Private Hospitals. 


A bill reorganizing and broaden- 
ing the venereal disease control 
service of the Board of Health was 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today t the request of Health 
Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck. 

The bill would do away with the 
city’s only venereal disease clinic, 
in the basement of the Municipal 
Courthouse, and would provide for 
such clinics in the two city hospi- 
tals, and in private hospitals co- 
operating with the Health Depart- 
ment. The present clinic has been 
treating about 350 patients a day. 
Dr. Bredeck said four private hos- 
pitals had agreed to operate clinics 
in co-operation with the Health De- 
partment. The city will pay these 
hospitals 50 cents for each patient 
treated. 

To facilitate the collection of in- 
formation needed by the Health 
| Department in its efforts to con- 
trol venereal disease, the bill would 
| provide for supplying free drugs to 
those physicians who report the 
names and addresses of patents be- 
ing treated by them for venereal 
disease. Reports would be required 
in all instances, as at present, but 
drugs would be issued only if the 
reports contained names and 
dresses. 
identified by file numbers.

Twenty-five pounds of bran or 
half bran and half sawdust may be 
used, three gallons of water, two 
quarts of cheap molasses and one 
pound of sodium arsenite. The 
water, molasses and sodium arsenite 
should be mixed first and then 
soaked into the bran, or bran and 
sawdust. Paris green or calcium 
arsenic may be substituted for the 
sodium arsenite, in the same pro- 
portions. This bait should be even- 
ly scattered over a field, at the rate 
of eight to 10 pounds to the acre, 
Dawson said. The mixture would 
be poisonous to stock and care in 
its spreading was urged. 

Worms Feed at Night. 

Spreading of the bait late in the 
afternoon was suggested as_ the 
worms do much of their feeding at 
night. 

Where worms are advancing from 
one field to another, the depart- 
ment has suggested plowing of a 
deep furrow, thrown against the ad- 
vancing worms, around the boun- 
dary of the field being invaded. A 
heavy log drag should be pulled 
through this furrow at intervals. 
Small holes may be dug in the fur- 
row, into which the worms fall. 

The Federal Government has 
been furnishing sodium arsenite to 
farmers, through local county farm 
agents, for preparation of poison 
bait to kill grasshoppers, but under 
this authorization the poison is not 
available for free distribution for 
use against army worms, it was 
said.

PREMIER VAN ZEELAND TO SAIL

Belgium Official to Confer With 
Roosevelt; Also to Receive Prince- 
ton Honorary Degree.

BRUSSELS, June 11.—Premier 
Paul Van Zeeland headed for the 
United States today to discuss 
trade with President Roosevelt. He 
will arrive in Paris tonight and 
sail from Cherbourg tomorrow. 

Since April the Premier has been 
busy organizing an international fn- 
quiry looking toward a general re- 
duction of tariffs, quotas and other 
barriers to , international trade. 
President Roosevelt has expressed 
interest.

“The existence of the administra- 
tion is at stake,” Reynaud declared

He charged that the Blum Gov- 
ernment planned to use the decree 
to raise tariffs, and that tariff 
increases would weaken the tri- 
Power monetary stabilization ac- 
cord with the United States and 
Britain, because higher tariffs 
would discourage free movement 
of foreign exchange, and would in- 
crease the cost of living thereby 
protecting French industry at the 
expense of the consumer. 

“When the Government signed 
the tri-Power accord,” he said, “it 
engaged itself with the United 
States and England to lower tariff 
barriers progressively and facil- 
itate exchanges among the three 
great democracies, 

“Now asking for full tariff pow- 
ers, the Government proposes to 
raise a veritable wall which will 
let no foreign products pass. It is 
thus that we respect our interna- 
tional accord.” 

He referred to a recent speech 
by the Labor Confederation lead- 
er, Leon Jouhaux, and declared that 
that speech showed “the fall of the 
Blum Cabinet will be the signal 
for revolution.” If the year-old cab- 
inet falls, Reynaud continued, not 
the Rightists but financial and 
commercial policies of the People’s 
Front would be responsible.

They are 
ignoring the Federal law, approved by the Supreme 
Court, under which old-age benefit funds, contributed 
equally by workers and employers, are to be estab- 
lished. 

These tax-evaders are simply storing up trouble 
for themselves. The Government is not going to let 
them get away with it, any more than it lets any 
other flagrant tax-dodger escape. In addition to tax 
penalties, jail sentences up to one year and fines up 
to $10,000 are possible. Many employers doubtless 
were waiting to see what the Supreme Court would 
say about social security, even though the plan took 
effect last Jan. I. Since the decision of May 24, 
however, only 2501 delinquents have made returns, 
Mr. Sheehan says. 

These delinquencies are occurring in similar pro- 
portion in other districts, They help account for 
the unexpected rise in the Federal deficit. The so- 
cial security deficit for this fiscal year was estimated 
at $75,000,000 in the President’s budget message last 
January, but by June 1 it had reached a total of 
$183,000,000 

It is highly undesirable, of course, that social se- 
curity funds should be cvchrown into the Treasury 
with other Federal receipts, available for use as 
Congress wills. The framers of the law refrained 
from earmarking because they feared this would make 
the measure invalid, as it did the A A’A. Some

many social security and economic authorities.

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A HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENT UNDER WAY. 

Decrepit Broadway viaduct, leading to Eads Bridge 
in East St. Louis, is at last closed for removal. Traf- 
fic is being detoured by way of Relay Depot and the 
work on a modern subway under the railroad tracks 
on this much-traveled route into St. Louis is as good 
as begun.

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PLIGHT OF THE POLISH JEWS. 


Some of the ugliest exhibitions of bigotry and per- | 
secution in our times are being seen today in Poland, 


with that nation’s 3,500,000 Jews as the victims. Two 
instances were recorded in the Post-Dispatch yester- 


day. Savage brutality was the method used when a 


| mob was allowed for 15 hours to plunder and wreck 
the Jewish homes and shops of Brest-Litovsk, follow- 
'ing the killing of a policeman by a Jewish butcher 


in a quarrel. An appeal to unthinking p&ssion was 
made by the prosecutor when he described the killing 
of a soldier by a Jew, who was probably insane, as 
“a premeditated act on the part of Polish Jewry as 
a whole.” 

Because of these tactics of violence and rabble- 
rousing, plus economic boycott, the plight of Po- 
land’s Jews is actually worse than that of their fel- 
lows in Germany. While the persecution in Poland 
is not official, as in Germany, the Warsaw Govern- 
ment has tolerated the excesses and has made only 
rare and feeble efforts to protect the victims. It 
favors sending all the Jews, 10 per cent of Poland’s 
people, out of the country—an impossible task and an 
undertaking that would be economically ruinous to 
Poland if carried out. 

As in Germany, the Jews are scapegoats. Polish 
politicians, unable to cure the nation’s abject poverty, 
charge the Jews with responsibility. They incite 
peasants and workers against the Jewish people, and 
have sought to create jobs by ousting them from 
professions, business and employment. Poland’s 
shameful war on its Jewish citizens, an industrious 
and loyal section of the population, shows again that 
anti-Semitism, as known today, is caused not so much 
by racial and religious feelings as by the economic 
struggle of a maladjusted world.

thousand years of continued greatness. 

Her democratic form of government has 
grown and endured. Meanwhile, other na- 
tions have risen and declined, and other peo- 
ples have abandoned self-rule. To those who 
ponder this phenomenon we suggest a pos- 
sible key in Neville Chamberlain’s first im- 
portant act as Prime Minister. , 

A few weeks ago, as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Mr. Chamberlain proposed a 
growth-of-profits tax, to balance the budget. 
Opposition to this drastic, somewhat punitive 
and very complex levy mounted steadily 
until all British industry and virtually every 
member of Parliament—Conservatives, Lib- 
erals and Laborites—resisted the enactment. 

If he had wanted to put on a political 
strong-man act when he became Premier, 
Mr. Chamberlain might have cracked the 
whip and railroaded his unpopular measure 
to enactment. But he was interested in re- 
sults, not in face-saving. He wanted to get 
revenue for rearmament from the profits of 
recovery. So he compromised and coolly 
withdrew his pet plan, saying: 

“I would not only be something less than 
prudent, but I would be stupid if I were to 
persist in a particular method of getting 
what I want if I can get it by a simpler 
method and get it in larger amounts and in 
a much better way.” 

Such ability to admit error, to yield grace- 
fully—the technique of compromise—has 
marked  Britain’s finest statesmanship 
through the centuries; and goes far to ex- 
plain the success that is Britain’s. 

In this country, we, too, have a leader elo- 
quent in disclaiming infallibility. 

Said Franklin Roosevelt, in March, 1933, 
asking enactment of the frankly experi- 
mental AA A: “If a fair administrative trial 
of it is made and it does not produce the 
hoped-for results, I shall be the first to 
acknowledge it and advise you.” 

And in Baltimore last year, more of the 
same philosophy: “I say to you, ‘Do some- 


. REAT BRITAIN has muddled through a 


thing’: and when you have done something, 
if it works, do it some more; and if it does 
not work, do something else.” 

But, unfortunately for him and for Amer- 
ica’s domestic tranquillity and progress, 
Franklin Roosevelt’s actions do not always 
display such resiliency. 

His court-enlargement bill met with an 
opposition which steadily expanded and 
solidified, until now, with all his prestige 
and power, he cannot possibly win. And all 
the while, persons friendly to Mr. Roose- 
velt strove for compromise to attain the 
same objective of removing judicial obstruc- 
tion to his New Deal. But Mr. Roosevelt 
has stuck to his own scheme, piling up for 
himself and his program a bitterness and 
an antagonism which one stroke of Mr. 
Chamberlain’s statesmanship could dispel. 

Another instance is his undistributed earn- 
ings tax, which he forced through the last 
Congress and which has been tried and 
found wanting. 

In withdrawing his unpopular tax bill, Mr. 
Chamberlain said: “I am told that this tax 
is expected to give a great deal of trouble, 
that it will cost a great deal of money in 
investigation, that it will distract the people 
from attending to the ordinary routine of 
their business, and that, when all is said and 
done, it is, going to produce a sum very 
much less than I originally estimated.” 

Experience has shown that our corporate 
surplus tax has all those weaknesses and 
more. Yet Mr. Roosevelt, now asking Con- 
gress to pass two separate tax bills—one 
continuing the “temporary” nuisance taxes 
and another plugging up loopholes in the in- 
come tax—insists that Congress must not 
broaden its legislation to include reconsid- 
eration of this or any other manifest mis- 
takes in our tax system. 

Because we believe so firmly in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s economic and humanitarian purposes, 
and hope so earnestly that he will succeed, 
we cannot help but wish that he would ob- 
serve and profit by Chamberlain's example. 


Time to Stamp 


Out Child Labor 


From the Philadelphia Inquirer. 


MONG the admirable objectives of the 

wages-and-hours bill now before Congress, 
the proposed prohibition of child labor 
makes a special and powerful appeal. It is 
sought to accomplish this reform through 
barring products of child labor from inter- 
state commerce,

on the Child Labor Act of 1916 necessitated

working conditions for the lowest-paid toil- 
ers in industry—a goal which all right- 
minded persons must approve—but because 
it is so ineptly designed as to constitute a 
potential threat to the welfare of its in- 
tended beneficiaries. 

The resemblance of many of its features 
to the N R A, which proved to be a false 
friend of the working man, has elicited de- 
mands in Congress for revision of some of 
its workable provisions.

‘Taxes and Morals 


HE discussion about tax eva- 
Ts is becoming rather’ con- 
fused. It began with the Presi- 
dent's message, which showed on 
its face that he had read, but had 
not read carefully, the letter of the 
secretary of the Treasury. 

For Mr. Roosevelt declared that 
“very definitely, the issue immedi- 
ately before us is the single one 
relating to the evasion or unethical 
avoidance of existing laws.” But 
Mr. Morgenthau’s letter does not in 
the least bear out the President’s 
conclusion that evasion or unethical 
avoidance is the “single” issue defi- 
nitely before us. 

Mr. Morgenthau enumerated 11 
specific cases. Three of them he 
himself declared were “major in- 
stances in which the law itself per- 
mits individuals or corporations to 
avoid their equitable share of the 
tax burden.” Obviously, in cases 
where the Treasury itself declares 
that taxpayers are safely within 
the law, there can be no ethical 
question. 

Mr. Morgenthau also enumerated 
four cases which were patent at- 
tempts to break the law and to de- 
fraud the Government. Here, too, 
there is no ethical “question.” These 
taxpayers have broken the law, and 
the penalties of the law should be 
laid upon them.- The four other in- 
stances were in that twilight zone 
where the law itself is not clear, 
and it is only here that an ethical 


question can arise. 
¥ * * 


But some of those who have re- 
plied to the President, notably J. 
P. Morgan and the Herald Tribune, 
seem to me to have fallen into the 
game error as the President him- 
self. In his indignation, Mr. Roose- 
velt did not distinguish between 
clearly legal acts, clearly illegal acts 
and acts about which the law is un- 
certain. 

Mr. Roosevelt was equally indig- 
nant about all of them. His critics 
have been no less impressionistic, 
and have talked a good deal as if 
they thought that a taxpayer was 
entitled to do anything he could 
get away with. 

- * . 

There seems to be some sort of 
notion abroad that certain state- 
ments of Mr. Justice Holmes justify 
the taxpayer in matching his wits 
against the tax collector for the 
purpose of reducing taxes. I do not 
think that is what Mr. Justice 
Holmes meant. 

Apparently he spoke twice on the 
subject, the first time in 1916 in 
the case of Bullen vs. Wisconsin, 
saying: 

“We do not speak of evasion, be- 
cause, when the law draws a line, 
a case is on one side of it or the 
other, and if on the safe side is 
none the worse legally that a party 
has availed himself to the full of 
what the law permits.

letter of the law.” 

He spoke again in 1930 in the case 
of Superior Oil Co. vs. State of Mis- 
sissippi: 

“The only purpose of the vendor

The fact that it desired to evade 
the law, as it is called, is immate- 
rial, because the very meaning of 
a line in the law is that you in- 
tentionally may go as close to it 
as you can, if you do not pass it.” 
Now, I do not read these opinions 
as meaning that if, for example, 
the law allows deductions for busi- 
hess expenses and for interest on 
loans, the taxpayer is entitled to

It is impossible to suppose that 
Mr. Justice Holmes meant to say 
that a taxpayer can make a claim 
which is not truthful, ar that he is 
entitled to match his wits against 
the Government and force the Gov- 
ernment to prove that he has not 
been truthful. What Mr. Justice 
Holmes must have meant is that a 
man need pay no more than the 
law asks him to pay, and not that 
he may deceive the law and pay 
less than it means to have him to 
pay.

Certainly this would seem to be 
the rule as laid down in 1985 by 
the Supreme Court, when, in the 
case of Gregory vs. Helvering, Mr. 
Justice Sutherland said: 

“The legal right of a taxpayer to 
decrease the amount of what oth- 
erwise would be his taxes, or al- 
together avoid them, by means 
which the law permits, cannot be 
doubted. . . . But the question for 
determination is whether what was 
done, apart from the tax motive, 
was the thing which the statute in- 
nee. . ; .* 

There would not seem to me much 
standing room under this opinion 
for fake Bahama insurance compa- 
nies, incorporated yachts, husbands 
employed by their wives to manage 
country estates, fake loans, fake 
partnerships, or even collections of 
personal holding companies and 
trusts arranged like a Chinese puz- 
zle to confuse the tax collector. 

~~ * * 

The only real difficulty would 
seem to be in those cases where 
there is room for honest difference 
of opinion as to whether the claim 
does or does not fall on the right 
or the wrong side of the law. The 
only way to settle those cases is to 
have them adjudicated in a court, 
and, if the result is to make legal 
what Congress regards as unjust, to 
amend the law. 

But even.in these cases, it seems 
to me that the taxpayer does have 
an ethical obligation. In the first 
place, and obviously, he must in 
such a doubtful case disclose the 
facts truthfully. He must say: 
“These are the facts; I think I am 
entitled to my claim.” He must not 
use his wits, or the wits of his law- 
yers, to prevent the Government 
from seeing all the facts. 

And, in the second place, he and 
his lawyers may fairly be asked, 
it seems to me, not to confront the 
Government with schemes which 
will be accepted only if the Govern- 
ment officials are not bright 
enough to see through them, or are 
too lazy to analyze them.

But somehow or other, I 
cannot help thinking that there is 
a real difference between the men 
who defied the King to _ collect 
taxes without representation, risk- 
ing their necks in the act, and 
those who operate in a twilight 
zone of the law, hoping to outwit 
Congress and the revenue officials. 
It cannot be a good thing for a na- 
tion to have it spread about that 
the well-to-do think they are en- 
titled to see whether they cannot 
be a little smarter than their Gov- 
ernment. 

And in times like these, this sort 
of thing is bad medicine. It is the 
very surest way of provoking the 
demagoguery and of accentuating 
the class feelings which are, unhap- 


pily, so prevalent.

30 Years Ago. 


The current drive for unioniza- 


tion of labor in the United States | 
has created a situation in industry | 
somewhat like that which England | 
faced 30 years ago when English | 


trade unions expanded and became 
powerful economic factors, Sir Jo- 
siah Stamp, British industrialist, 
said today to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

It would be “hardly fair,” he has- 
tened to add, to say that the United 
States is now experiencing in the 
labor movement what England did 


30 years ago, but there are, he said, 
some similarities. 

In this country for his tenth visit 
in the last 12 years, Sir Josiah 
talked with the reporter at the 
home of the Rev. Dr. Ivan Lee 
Holt, 5068 Washington boulevard. 
He spoke at a Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon at the Jefferson 
Hotel and will leave tonight for 
Washington, D. C., to spend a few 
days before returning to England 
next week. 

Notes Business Recovery. 


Everywhere in the United States, 
Sir Josiah said, he had found evi- 
dence of marked business recovery 
since his last visit, two years ago, 
“except in Detroit” which has been 
bearing the brunt of labor unrest. 
Asked if he thought the labor prob- 
lem in Detroit presented an ob- 
stacle to recovery, Sir Josiah an- 
swered, “They think it does,” refer- 
ring to industrial interests. 

“We like it,” he responded, when 
asked how relations of employers 
and employes had been affected by 
the growth of English trade unions. 
“Our labor leaders,” he added, “have 
developed wisdom with responsibil- 
ity. They are thoughtful, serious 
men, they don’t like strikes, and 
they try to settle their problems 
peaceably.” 

Yet English trade unions, Sir 
Josiah said, have been declining in 
numerical strength and now have 
about 4,500,000 members, against 
more than 8,000,000 in 1920. The 
unions seffered from the general 
strike of some years ago, he said 
in explanation of this decline, and 
he cited disagreement of union 
members with the political activi- 
ties of their unions as another rea- 
son for decreased membership.

Then, he said, labor leaders feel | 


that many are content to enjoy the | 


benefits which unions have won 
for working people without joining 
unions themselves. 


About Ex-King Edward. 


Sir Josiah said he thought the 
American press had exaggerated 
England’s recent constitutional 
crisis caused by the abdication of 
Edward VIII and his marriage to 
Mrs, Wallis Warfield. Particularly, 
he said, the newspapers had made 
it appear that former Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin and the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury were engaged 
in a sort of personal vendetta 
against the former King, now Duke 
of Windsor. In reality, he said, 
the Duke and Baldwin are “the 
best of friends” and the Archbish- 
op, far from being a “tyrant” is 
“one of the mildest of men.” 

“It’s just that we have certain 
standards and specifications for 
kingship,” he said, “and Edward 
didn’t fit. There is nothing re- 
markable about that. There are 
plenty of men, who for one reason 
or another aren’t fit to be King. 

“It was the same way about a 
religious ceremony for their wed- 


ding. The Church of England has | 


certain tenets, just as the Roman 
Catholic Church and others have 
their tenets, and the Church of 
England couldn’t officially sanction 
a religious ceremony. Suppose they 
had asked a Catholic priest to mar- 
ry them—you know what his an- 
swer would have been.”

BASQUE CAPITAL 
ALSO UNDER FIRE 


Waterfront Houses Set 
Ablaze — Barracks and 
Water Reservoirs Are 


Other Objectives of Rebel 
Bombardment.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish 
Frontier, June 12.—Bilbao water- 
front houses were set afire today 
by a combined aerial and aastillery 
bombardment as an insurgent of- 
fensive was reported to have 
cracked the outer line of the city’s 
main defenses. 

The aerial attack was concentrat- 
ed on the waterfront, militiamen’s 
barracks and water reservoirs. A 


squadron of 39 insurgent bombers 
flew over Amurrio, Galdacano and 
other communities near Bilbao for 
12 hours, dropping bombs on the 
towns and machine-gunning de- 
fense positions. 

Insurgent headquarters said Gen. 
Fidel Davila’s attacking forces 
occupied the entire front section of 
the Basques’ steel-and-concrete line, 
a semi-circle of intrenchments ex- 
tending from a few miles south of 
Bilbao to a few miles north. 

Basque defense authorities insist- 
ed the ring around the eity-was not 
actually penetrated at any point. 
They announced the body of an in- 
surgent pilot, shot down yesterday, 
had been identified through docu- 
ments as that of a German. 

Thousands of Basque reinforce- 
ments were rushed to the front. 

Skies Clear Again. 

After almost a week of inactivi- 
ty because of spring storms, the 
insurgents began powerful attacks 
against Lemona and Galdacano, 
their aviation benefited by clearing 
skies. 

The insurgent left flank, mean- 
while, drove toward Ceberio in an 
effort to cut off the retreat of the 
Government forces in Amurrio, far- 
ther south of Bilbao. “i 

One air squadron seemed to con- 
centrate on.a row of villages skirt- 
ing Galdacano, the Government’s 
most heavily fortified position, five 
miles southeast of Bilbao. 

Defense troops clung to their po- 
Sitions at Lemong, their main bar- 
rier against an insurgent advance 
into Galdacano since they lost stra- 
tezgic Lemona Peak, a natural 
fortress. 

At another vital defense point, 
Munguia, on the fortified ring 
northeast of Bilbao, insurgent dis- 
patches said defense forces were 
being evacuated. 

The reports indicated that the 
Basques were retiring under fire, as 
Munguia was one focal point in the 
insurgent attack. A prolonged shell- 
ing was followed there by rifle and 
mortar fire and continuous trench 
warfare. 

Other insurgents evidently aimed 
at the Ordina road near Cerberio. 
Rebel control of the road would lay 
Bilbao open to attack from a new
